The  plan  for  this  attractive  3 -bedroom  farmhouse 
is  a  revision  of  the  very  popular  Plan  No.  7011. 

Room  sizes  and  closets  are  generous  and  the  rectan- 
gular shape  reduces  building  costs.  The  utility  room 
has  washup  facilities  and  hooks  for  work  clothes. 

The  working  plans  include  an  alternate  bath  and 
utility  room  arrangement  designed  for  use  with  an 
automatic  washer  and  dryer. 

Many  farmers  with  growing  families  use  shell-type 


construction  to  reduce  the  initial  expense  to  about 
half  of  the  total  cost — that  is,  the  framing  and  ex- 
terior construction  are  completed  (except  for  the  car- 
port) and  the  essential  utilities  are  installed.  At  this 
stage  the  unfinished  interior  is  protected  against  wind 
and  weather  and  may  be  occupied.  The  remaining 
work,  such  as  interior  partitions,  wall  insulation, 
finish,  and  trim,  may  be  completed  as  time  and  money 
permit.

The  patio  adjoining  the  kitchen  and  carport  provides 
an  easily  supervised  play  area  for  small  children  in  good 
weather.  It  may  be  developed  as  an  outdoor  living  area 
for  informal  dining  and  entertaining.  The  storage  room 
off  the  patio  is  handy  for  storing  outdoor  furniture, 
games,  and  barbecue  equipment.

Locate  the  house  so  that  prevailing  winds  do  not  carry 
odors  and  dust  from  livestock  areas  to  the  house.  Locate 
it  at  least  100  feet  from  the  main  road  and  about  the 
same  distance  from  the  farm  court. 


NOTE. — A  similar  plan,  which  includes  a  full 
basement,  is  also  available.  The  first-floor 
plan  differs  only  in  that  the  rear  entrance  and 
the  basement  stairway  are  in  the  space  shown 
for  the  utility  room.  The  basement  plan  shows 
a  recreation  room  with  fireplace,  a  bathroom 
with  shower,  a  laundry  and  furnace  room, 
storage  space,  and  an  area  that  could  be  made 
into  a  bedroom.
